6. Mr. Dulles telephoned today in lieu of a meeting with Emmett Echols and me to
discuss the possibility of establishing a CIA Alumni Association. He said that he had read
our questionnaire and that he was not favorably disposed toward the establishment of such
an organization. He felt that if we were going to have a CIA organization we would have to
invite all ex-CIA employees to be members and that this might not be a good idea for many
reasons. He also was fearful of the attendant publicity for the Agency which the establish-
ment and maintenance of such an organization might bring. He suggested that we might |
consider expanding the Veterans of the Office of Strategic Services which is already well
established and operate under this general umbrella. In this way, we could avoid the pub-
licity which he worries about and at the same time the Veterans of OSS would not be obli-
gated to invite all ex-CIA employees to join; also, we could be very selective and invite
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that I explore the matter further with Mr. Kirkpatrick who has been very active in the
Veterans of the Office of Strategic Services.
